CONSIDERING  the  treatment  I hoy 
•have  received  on  transportation  in 
the  last  few  years  residents  on  the  Gulf 
Islands,  between  Vancouver  Island  and 
the  Mainland,  cannot  l»e  blamed  for  the 
sharp  measure  of  concern  rhev  have  dis- 
played over  current  cancellation  moves 
and  a blankly  foqRy  future.  Withdrawal 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  steamship  service 
from  the  Gulf  Islands  in  winter,  to  go" into 
effect  next  week:  the  substitution  in  some 
form  of  independent  ferry  connection  on 
a partial  basis;  and  the  indicated  return 
of  the  CPR  with  a limited  Gulf  Islands 
ferry  service  via  Sidney  in  the  tourist 
season  do  not  add  up  to  an  assurance  that 
Gulf  Island  residents  will  have  adequate 
connection  either  with  the  Mainland  or 
with  Vancouver  Island. 

This  leaves  the  future  obscured.  Gulf 
Islands  citizens  for  three  years  past  have 
known  only  change  and  upset  in  their 
transportation  services.  Sometimes  they 
could  get  once  or  twice  a week  to  Van- 
couver; and  at  other  periods  not  to  Van- 
couver hut  as  infrequently  to  Victoria. 
Individual  islands  have  been  successively 


on  and  off  the  varying  steamship  sched- 
ules, which  have  been  changed  with 
bewildering  frequency.  At  this  moment 
no  Gulf  Island  community  has  a definite 
assurance  that  it  will  receive  adequate 
transportation  for  its  residents  12  months 
in  the  year,  let  alone  the  carriage  of  the 
tourist  influx. 

It  need  scarcely  lx*  argued  that  the 
Gulf  Islands,  with  a population  of  some 
thousands  of  people  who  have  built  per- 
manent homes  and  settlements,  cannot  Im» 
left  in  even  a modified 'state  of  isolation, 
to  return  by  slow  degrees  to  the  wilder- 
ness. No  other  area  of  British  Columbia 
or  any  other  part  of  Canada  with  a 
comparable  population  would  stand  for 
such  isolation  for  a moment.  There  would 
he  an  immediate  call  to  both  provincial 
and  feVloral  governments  to  see  that  no 
such  necloct  would  be  tolerated.  In  the 
case  of  the  Gulf  Islands  the  matter  is 
not  essentially  different.  The  B.C.  gov- 
ernment certainly  cannot  afford  to  ignorp 
what  has  come  to  pass  in  the  disruption 
of  transportation,  nor  to  leave  these 
communities  thus  stranded.

Efficiency  in  Government 


A FORMER  cabinet  minister  now  a 
senator  says  there  is  no  such  thing 
as  efficient  government  administration, 
either  federally  or  provincially.  Some 
people  have  long  been  of  somewhat  simi- 
lar belief.  To  prove  his  argument  Senator 
Crerar  points  to  the  usual  measure  of 
business  efficiency,  the  balance  sheet,  and 
then  to  the  need  for  more  and  more 
taxes.  Government  operation  cannot  he 
efficient,  he  claims,  if  the  taxpayer  has 
to  keep  on  digging  into  his  pocket  to  keep 
it  in  motion. 

An  interesting  aspect  of  this  pro- 
nouncement is  that  when  he  was  a cabinet 
minister  the  senator  is  most  unlikely  to 
have  spoken  along  this  line.  No  doubt 
the  record  contains  stout  defense  of  the 
departments  in  his  charge  in  the  past 
when  their  expenditures  were  being 
queried.  Never  then  one  may  he  sure 
did  he  admit  inefficiency  on  their  account. 
He  is  a life-time  senator  now  of  course 
and  thus  free  to  speak  his  mind 

That  fart  does  not  deny  the  thesis  he 
supports  now-;  neither  does  it  justify  it, 
however.  Government  administration  is 


much’  different  from  ordinary  business 
administration;  there  are  many  human 
and  political  factors  the  latter  can  ignore 
which  the  former  cannot.  A government 
has  a welfare  responsibility  peculiar  to 
itself.  Most  of  its  services  are  of  neces- 
sity rendered  at  cost  or  less  than  cost, 
and  although  it  produces  a balance  shoot 
the  profit  and  loss  angle  is  of  different 
scope. 

Vet  from  this  the  view  should  not  pre- 
vail that  government  administration  must 
needs  be  inefficient.  If  it  does  then  the 
taxpayer  will  dig  even  deeper  than  before. 
It  would  be  a mandate  for  bureaucracy  to 
spend  even  more  wildly  than  it  does.  Pri- 
vate business  perforce  minds  its  financial 
p’s  and  q’s  better  than  does  government, 
hut  the  latter  might  with  profit  take  a 
few  leaves  out  of  the  private  ledger. 
Administration  could  be  probably  tight- 
ened in  many  directions  that  would  save 
waste  and  extravagance.  One  doubts 
there  is  a government  in  Canada  that 
could  not  improve  its  efficiency  if  the 
cabinet  ministers  concerned  had  the  will 
to  pursue  that  aim. 


School  for  Safety 


THE  traffic  safety  council  which  the 
truck  drivers  of  southern  Vancouver 
Island  are  taking  steps  to  organize  is  a 
splendid  endeavor,  and  should  fulfill  an 
extremely  valuable  purpose.  These  are 
the  drivers  who  voluntarily,  in  their  own 
time,  attended  the  recent  course  of 
instruction  in  maintenance  and  safe 
operation  of  heavy  commercial  vehicles 
conducted  by  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted 
Police  and  the  provincial  department  of 
railways.  The  support  given  to  that  first 
venture  in  an  entirely  new  approach  to 
the  prohlem  of  promoting  safe  practices 
on  the  highways  was  quite  rentarkahle. 
and  this  new  development  in  the  program 
is  even  more  encouraging  and  praise- 
worthy. 

The  eagerness  to  learn  displayed  by 


the  first  class  of  more  than  200  men  who 
drive  for  a living  reflects  a keen  sense  of 
responsibility.  Truck  drivers  as  a whole 
have  come  under  a good  deal  of  criticism 
in  recent  years,  due  to  the  number  of 
accidents  in  which  heavy  vehicles  have 
been  involved.  Inexperience  rather  than 
negligence  may  well  have  been  the  chief 
factor  contributing  to  this,  because  with 
the  rapid  increase  in  highway  transporta- 
tion the  supply  of  trained  drivers  has  been 
inadequate.  The  RCMP  and  the  provin- 
cial authorities  seem  to  have  hit  on  an 
excellent  means  of  overcoming  that 
deficiency.  Running  trade  schools  may 
appear  to  he  a strange  occupation  for'thc 
Mounting,  but  if  the  result  is  greater 
safety  on  the  highways  the  (Nporimcnf 
certainly  is  in  keeping  with  the  functions 
of  a police  force.

Molotov’s  Security  Proposal 


'-pi IK  true  purpi.se  of  Mr.  Molo* 
■1  tov’s  proposal  for  a European 
security  part  is  still  not  obvious.  The 
ostensible  purposes  are  clear  enough, 
but  they  appear  so  unrealistic  that 
it  I*  hard  to  take  them  at  their  face 
value  They  are,  first,  to  break  up 
the  North  Atlantic  Treaty  and  to 
prevent  the  European  Defense  I'orn- 
miinity ; secondly,  to  expel  British 
and  American  forces  from  the  Euro- 
pean mainland;  thirdly,  to  keep  the 
Soviet  bloc  in  being,  fourthly,  to  keep 
Germany  divided  until  it  can  he 
united  under  Communist  rule;  and 
finally,  by  these  means,  to  domlna:e 
the  whole  of  Europe. 

Mr. 'Molotov  has -left  no  room  for 
doubt  that  acceptance  of  his  security, 
part  would  involve  the  abandonment 
of  NATO  and  EDC.  which  he  chooses 
to  regard  as  directed  against  Russia. 
In  fact,  these  arrangements  are 
purely  defensive  and  directed  only 
against  a possible  aggressor.  If  that  ■ 
rap  happens  to  fit  Mr.  Molotov,  he 
has  dhly  himself  to  blame.  His  at- 
tacks on  these  purely  defensive  or- 
ganizations can  only  add  to  Hip  sus- 
picions of  his  intentions 

It  is  true  that  many  Frenchmen 
and  some  Germans  do  not  regard 
EDC  as  the  ideal  form  for  such  dr 
feiisp  arrangements  Rut  few,  apart 
from  the  Communists,  would  wel- 
come as  an  alternative  what  Mr. 
Eden  has  tailed  a Monroe  Dortnnc 
for  Europe,  which  would  involve  the 
withdrawal  of  all  British  and  Ameri-. 
can  forces  and  all  US.  influence 
from  Europe.  Yet  that  is  implied 
in  Mr.  Molotov's  plan:  for  most  of 
the  occupation  forces  would  he  with-

Imt 
also  with  Russia,  without  anv  po.ssl* 
hilitv  of  support  from  Britain  and 
the  I’.S.A.

Mr  Molotov's  proposals  therefore 
amount  to  a plan  fur  the  Balkaniza- 
tion of  Europe,  a plan  based  on  the 
principle  of  "divide  and  rule"  which 
would  leave  the  free  countries  rjf 
Europe  Isolated  and  defenseless  hp. 
fore  ihe  Soviet  colossus  That,  at 
any  rale,  is  ihe  ostensible  purpose 
of  Mr  Molotov's  security  proposals, 
and  there  I*  no  reason  to  doubt  that 
that  is  what  ihe  Soviet  government 
would  like  to  achieve.  But  it  can 
scarcely  have  been  surprised  when 
its  plan  met  with  a flat,  tmmed.au* 
and  unanimous  rejection.

Freedom  in  Dange 
Declares  Webster

Freedom  is  in  danger  today  because 
people  are  afraid  to  speak  their  minds  fut 
fear  of  being  branded  radicals.  Opposition 
leader  Arnold  Webster  told  the  legislature 
Thursday. 

In  his  first  s|w-e<  h nf  the  current  ses- 
sion. Mr.  Webster  warned  British  Colum 
htans  to  "beware  of  men  who  .speak  a*  if 
they  alone  have  been  entrusted  with  abaci- 
lute  truth."  Hr  called  on  Eld u cation  Minis- 
ter Bonner  to  clear  the  air  with  a declar- 
ation that  education  in  B.C  will  be  earned 
on  "as  part  of  the  age-long  quest  for 
‘whatsoever  things  are  true’" 

"I  have  no  desire  to  exaggerate  a 
condition  or  to  generalize  from  a j»ar- 
tlcular  Incident/'  Mr.  Webster  said,  hut 
"there  Is  in  the  minds  nf  many  |M*nple 
a conviction  that  the  aituation  regard- 
ing freedom  of  thought  and  expression 
has  deteriorates!  in  recent  months." 

"We  should  beware  of  men  who  speak 
as  If  they  alone  have  been  entrusted  with 
absolute  truth."  he  said  later.  'They  can- 
not possibly  believe  In  compassion  or 
toleration  or  compromise  or  good  humor 
".Since  they  know  what  is  good  for  the 
rest  of  us  . . . they  brook  no  opposition 
and  can  fespect  no  beliefs  but  their  own. 
Such  men  are  dangerous. 

"Fear  ...  Is  a grenf  silencer.  To 
day  too  many  people  remain  silent  for 
fear  of  being  amised  of  •ympafh.v 
with  radical  movements.  When  people 
herome  afraid  to  speak  their  minds  or
